Of the five people mentioned the 
past few weeks as candidates for the 
post of tax collector in Narberth at 
the primaries to be held in September, 
two, one a woman, one a man, an- 
nonnced this week that they would en- 
ter the race. Two others, both women, 
declared that they would not seek the 
nomination. 

Those who made known their can- 
didaeies for the berth, which is the best 
paying office in the borough, were Mrs. 
Mary M. Livingston and Edwin P. 
Dold. Both had secured their nomina- 
tion petitions and were expected to 
start these in circulation Thursday, the 
first day allowed by law for securing 
signatures. 

Mrs. Livingston is the present reg- 
istry assessor for the Sonthside Dis- 
trict No. 3. Long a resident of Narberth 
she has been closely identified with the 
activities of the Woman's Community 
Club of Narberth and has held several 
offices in that organization. 

Mr. Dold is the present tax collector. 
He was appointed to the post last 
spring by Borough Council to fill the 
vacancy' created by the resignation of 
Mrs. Frank Diven, who after serving 
a year and a half of her term removed 
from Narberth. 

Three women were first mentioned 
as possible candidates for the collector- 
ship, but two of these declared this 
week that they wotild not ran and left 
the field open to Mrs. Livingston as the 
only woman candidate. They were 
Mrs. Louise V. Cockrill, registry as- 
sessor of the First District, and Mrs. 
Ella Murray, assessor for the Second 
District.

WORK WILL BEGIN SOON 



Contract for the building of two 10- 
foot concrete "shoulders" on either 
side of Mcmtgomery pike from City 
Line in Bala to Cheswold lane in Hav- 
erford, was awarded Tuesday to the 
Union Paving Company of Philadel- 
phia. This firm was the low bidder 
with its figure of .$1.SS,l!)(i. 

Due to'the comparative slackness 
existing at the present time in road 
construction work, many more firms 
than expected, bid on the pike joh. 
Fifteen companies entered competing 
estimates. Two of these were from 
Lower Merion. 

The bids varied greatly. The ma- 
jority of them were for sums over 
.$200,000 and that of the successful 
Union Paving Company was approxi- 
mately $0000 lower than that of the 
nearest competitor. 

The bids were advertised for by 
County Controller Irwin, for a peri- 
od of .30 days as re(iuired by law and 
were opened Monday at Norristown. 
The following day the County Com- 
missioners awarded the contract. 
Lower Curbing Cost. 

Coincident with the awarding of the 
contract for the pike paving, the 
county engineers announced that the 
curbing which will be laid at the same 
time that the shoulders are put in, 
would be done at a figure less than 
that originally estimated. Property 
owners along the pike had been in- 
formed that curbing in front of their 
holdings would cost them SO cents a 
foot. 

The successful bidder on the pike 
iob agreed to construct the two 10- 
foot side strips with a concrete base 
and a filbertine top. Actual work is 
expected to begin very shortly. 



Thirty signatures of property own- 
ers appeared on a petition presented 
Borough Council at its meeting Mon- 
day night in Elm Hall. A change of 
classification is sought in the zoning 
of south Montgomery pike, between 
Narberth and Haverford avenues. 

This change, it- is contended in the 
petition, is now desirable because the 
pike is a business thoroughfare, and 
the township has recognized the north 
side of the pike betyveen the two roads 
as a business section, in its recently 
passed zoning ordinance. 

Reference to the Lower Merion Zon- 
ing Ordinance shows, however, that 
the petition is slightly in error in its 
assertion. Only that portion of the 
north side of the pike which is between 
Narberth avenue and Meeting House 
lane has been changed to a business 
zone by the township. 

The classification of the section be- 
tween Meeting House lane and a point 
opposite Haverford avenue's junction 
with the pike has not been changed. 
On this block are the General Wayne 
Inn and the Friends' Meeting House, 
which are still classed as "residential." 

Council has referred the matter to its 
Building Committee, which will prob- 
ably await expressions of opinion at a 
public hearing to be held Tuesday in 
Elm Hall at 8 P. M. The purpose of 
this meeting primarily is to consider an 
appeal by Mary A. Fleming to the 
Narberth Board of Adjustment of Zon- 
ing, whose chairman, P. B. Krout, will 
conduct the hearing. The public is in- 
vited to attend. 

Mrs. Fleming's appeal is from the 
decision of George B. Suplee, Building 
Inspector, refusing permission to im- 
prove her property at the intersection 
of Montgomery avenue and Haverford 
road by the erection of an automobile 
service station. The zoning code, ac- 
cording to State law, permits property 
zoned as residential to continue carry- 
ing on business provided it was used 
for business before the code went into 
effect, but no change in the nature of, 
the business building is permitted. ' 

The entire property involved in the 
petition presented to Council may be 
affected by the .Adjustment Board's de- 
cision on Mrs. Fleniing^s case. Council 
has been requested to attend the hear- 
ing Tuesday evening, and it is expected 
that several members will be able to be 
present. 

Statements made at the hearing -svill 
help them to determine the wishes of 
residents concerning a change in clas- 
s'fication of the properties along the 
pike, although no action on the petition 
can be taken either by Council or tlie 
Adjustment Board at the Tuesday 
night meeting.

SAVE ON BULK AWARDS 



HEAR HERO 



Awarding of contracts to Robert J. 
Thomas, Cynwyd, and Frank Gioni. 
Narberth, for repairing sidewalks and 
curbs in Narberth, the Borough High- 
way and Sewer Committee has been 
able to pass along a saving to proper- 
ty ov.-ners, according to Chairman R. 
F. Wood, of the committee, in his 
monthly report to Council Monday 
night. The bulk bids have proved to 
be lower than the cost for individual 
repairs. 

Following complaints by some prop- 
erty holders that they did not receive 
notice that their sidewalks and curbs 
must be repaired, it is proposed that 
when formal notices are delivered in 
the future, they shall be signed for by 
the individuals who receive them, so 
that borough authorities will know for 
sure that they have been deliverel. Mr. 
Wood was under the impression that 
This procedure was being observed 
until a few irate householders com- 
plained that they had received no no- 
tice until final word came that they 
were delinquent. 

The 10 per cent, penalty for delin- 
quent properties will be deducted as a 
cash discount, if payment is made 
within .30 days from date of bills, as 
a result of favorable action taken by 
Council on recommendations in Mr. 
Wood's report. The report follows: 
Report of Highway Committee. 

"Out of the 102 property owners to 
whom orders were sent on or about 
May 1.5, to repair their sidewalks and 
curbs, there were 42 who were in de- 
fault on June 15 and thereafter. Al- 
though the formal orders required that 
the work should be done within 1.5 
days from the date of the order, your 
committee postponed action for more 
than 30 days in order to give every 
property owner double the legal 
amount of time in which to comply. 

"During the latter part of June com- 
petitive bids on each of the 42 delin- 
quent properties were obtained from 
Mr. Robert J. Thomas and Mr. Frank 
Gioni, contractors. A complete tabu- 
lation of J:he competitive bids on each 
of the-4&"jobs 'and of'the award "'DvhicK' 
was made by your committee on each 
of these jobs is attached to this report 
and it is the desire of this committee 
that it should be permanently record- 
ed in the minutes of Cotmcil. 

"Your committee made the formal 
awards of these 42 jobs on July 1, and 
both contractors started work on July 
6. Only a few of the jobs have been 
completed at this writing and none of 
the bills for them have been received. 
Althougli this work has just started, 
there have developed a few instances 
of vigorous and indignant protests on 
the part of the property owners con-

EXPERT PRAISES WORK 



Two steps in the advancement of 
Narberth's motion picture theater 
were taken Monday night at Council 
meeting. Construction work on Salas- 
in and Freed's building at 10.5 North 
Narberth avenue was declared to be 
sound and in conformance with the 
Narberth building code, in a report 
made by John Cantley, Philadelphia 
Inspector of theater and motion pic- 
ture houses, upon request of George 
B. Suplee, Narberth Building Inspect- 
or. And construction of a Marquise 
over the sidewalk in front of the 
building was approved in an ordinance 
passed on final reading, publislied 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Permission is given the builders to 
erect and maintain the Marquise as a 
special exception to the building code, 
with the provision that it shall be re- 
moved without expense to the bor- 
ough upon passage of an ordinance 
calling for its removal.

Borough Council Celebrates Hot 
Weather by Buckling Down to Work 



Building permits totaled $130,805 in 
new work for last month, accord- 
ing to the report made by Chairman 
William H. Fretz, of the Narberth 
Building Committee, at Council's July 
meeting, held Monday night in Elm 
Hall. Inspector George B. Suplee 
issued 1190 permits covering 120.5 
operations. Fourteen operations were 
completed during the month. 

Reporting for the Property Commit- 
tee, Councilman Fretz said that the 
painting and appointing of the Com- 
munitj; Building has been completed. 
Council has taken favorable action on a 
resolution to provide a drinking foun- 
tain at the building. 

The use of the east wing of the Com- 
munity Building from 9 to o'clock, 
week days, for a kindergarten class 
was granted by Council Monday night. 
This action was made possible by 
generous desire of the Legion to co- 
operate with the borough authorities, 
by vote of the American Legion to 
ofifer the use of its quarters in the 
building for the kindergarten, during 



the school year 1027-28. Some more 
real community service is thus again 
shown by the local post. 

Not to be opened until the fall term 
the kindergarten is considered in the 
experimental stage for its first year, 
and was requested by petition of the 
Mothers' Council to the school board. 
Use of the Community Building was 
accordingly requested by the board 
for the first year, while the kindergar- 
ten is still in its experimental stage. 

Outside of routine committee reports 
little else of interest was discussed at 
Council's meeting Monday, e.xcept for 
the following: Presentation of a peti- 
tion for change of zoning classification 
on Alontgomery Pike; action on the 
lengthy and comprehensive Highway 
Committee's Report; granting of Tax 
Collector Dold's warrant; formal 
receipt of Inspector Cantley's O. K. 
on the Narberth Theater construction 
work; passage of an ordinance per- 
mitting erection of a Marquise hi front 
of the theater, etc. 



The importance of trade associations 
;o the individual was stressed by Ralph 
S. Dunne, president of the Narberth 
Coal Company, in a talk Tuesday noon 
at the weekly luncheon of the Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club, held 
at the Cynwyd Club. Mr. Dunne's 
talk was in furtherance of the program 
of Rotary's Business Methods Commit- 
tee, of which he is chairman. 

"The ability to 'say it with flowers,' " 
said Mr. Dunne, "has been made pos- 
sible by the trade association of Amer- 
ican florists. Anyone in the East is 
now able to send flowers to a friend or 
relative in California as a result of the 
co-operation of this group. No one 
florist would be able to cover the terri- 
tory that is now covered by this trade 
association." 

'^Local merchants can co-operate in 
the same idea," he concluded, "by help- 
ing each other with an exchange of in- 
formation, by an amicable spirit of give 
and take and by talking over ideas to- 
gether." 

Visitors at Tuesday's Rotary meet- 
ing included Roscoe Anthony and Alva 
Rogers, of the Ardmore Rotary Club, 
and Bedford Wooley and Ernest Hen- 
ry, of Cynwyd. Interesting programs 
for the club's new year are now being 
planned by the Program Committee, 
which met Tuesday night. 



Narberth's local tax bill for 1927 
is $199,284.88, according to Edwin P. 
Dold, Narberth tax collector, who re- 
ceived his warrant Monday night at a 
Borough Council meeting. The tax is 
computed on a total valuation of 
$4,463,590. 

In addition, there is a county tax 
of about .$17,000, which will be col= 
lected by Mr. Dold, who was recently 
appointed by Council to fill the unex- 
pired term of Mrs. Frank Diven. 

Improved land in Narberth is 
valued at $4,062,450, unseated at $85,- 
820. Occupations also are put at $315,- 
325, making a total valuation .of 
$4,463,590. 

At the Narberth tax rate of 24 mills, 
the borough tax is $107,126.28, for 
which Mr. Dold has furnished his bond 
to Council. The school tax of 19 mills 
totals $78,748.60, against real estate. 
This is in addition to a per capita tax 
of $13,410. 

A total of $92,158.60 is Narberth's 
cost this year of educating its young 
in the public schools. 

Bills are now being sent out to the 
tax payers in alphabetical order. 
Pleasant are July vacation days of the 
W's, who will not receive their bills 
for two or three weeks. Pleasant will 
be the August days of the B's, who 
are getting their joyless tidings now! 

Mr. Dold's precept and warrant 
read as follows: "authorize and re- 
quire you to demand and receive ac- 
cording to law from every person as- 
sessed on your duplicate for the year 
1927 the several sums respectively 
mentioned therein at the tax rate fixed 
for the year by the proper borough 
authorities, and to pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the said borough, 
as required by law, to allow and make 
such exemptions as may be agreed

KILLS OFFICER'S WIFE 



In Attempt to Stop Car Speeding to 
Hospital. 

Mrs. Florence Wiley, 36, of 322 lona 
avenue, Narberth, was killed at 1 P. M. 
Tuesday, when the car in which her 
husband, a Lower Merion policeman, 
was rushing their injured son to a hos- 
pital was sidewiped by the car of an- 
other officer, who was chasing them 
for speeding. Both policemen were in 
plain clothes and did not recognize 
each other. 

A short time before the accident. 
Burton Wiley, 4 years old, had re- 
ceived a slight injury on his right hand 
when struck by an automobile driverf 
by George Hansell, 10, of Montgom- 
ery avenue, Narberth. Wiley placed 
the child in his own automobile, and 
with his wife and Hansell, started for 
the Bryn Mawr Hospital. 

Emil Piquet, the other policeman, 
saw the car speeding, and started in 
pursuit. At Stewart avenue, Piquet's 
car drove close to the speeding ma- 
chine of Wiley and his fender caught 
in the other car's hub cap. Wiley's 
machine turned over end. The roof 
was crushed in on Mrs. 'Wiley, killing 
her instantly. The other three occu- 
pants were thrown clear of the wreck- 
age and escaped injury. 

Three children are left in Officer 
Wiley's care as a result of the death' 
of their mother. They are Gloria,. 
Howard and Bartram, whose hurt 
hand caused the fast ride to Bryn 
Mawr and the accident which fol- 
lowed. 

Funeral services are to be held this 
morning at 10 o'clock at the home, 323 
lona avenue.

NARBERTH AVENUE, KNOWN AS THE INTERURBAN THEATER,

upon by the borough authorities. And 
you shall give due and legal notice 
that your said duplicate has been is- 
sued and delivered to you and you 
shall inform every person assessed in 
your duplicate amount of their tax and 
of the time and place where appeal 
thereon may be had as f^xed by the 
borough authorities. 

"And if any person or persons snail 
neglect or refuse to make payment of 
the amount due by them in the man- 
ner and at the times required by law, 
it shall and may be lawful to and for 
you and you are hereby commanded 
and required to levy the said tax by 
distress and sale of the goods and chat- 
tels of such delinquent, after due no- 
tice, and render the overplus (if any 
there by) to the owners.

cerned who have charged that your 
committee is proceeding arbitrarily 
and with favoritism. In every such in- 
stance your committee has endeav- 
ored to meet the complaint with cour- 
tesy and with consideration for the 
point of view of the complainants, 
many of whom appeared to hold the 
belief, based upon the past experience 
of themselves or their neighbors, that 
it was not necessary to obey a bor- 
ough order to repair sidewalks and 

curbs. 

Prices Are Lower. 

"We believe that the feling of indig- 
nation will be considerably allayed 
when these property owners receive 
their bills, because it is our belief that 
in soliciting bids for a large number 
of jobs at the same time on a compet- 
itive basis, we have secured prices 
which average to be lower than in- 
dividual property owners would have 
been able to obtain. .
